One of the Murderers of Mrs. Jones at Ray-
enel shot to Death and Body Nailed to

Telegraph Pole

[Special to 1he State.]
Walterboro, June 5.-Jim Black

was lynched at New Road last night
for the murder of Mrs. J. K. Jones a

month ago.
The information is that Jim Black

was carried from Savannah, where he
had been apprehended, to Ravenel
for a hearing before Magistrate Beh-

ling. As soon as he had been idedified
as +he one seen near the place al the
time of the crime, he offered to tell
them all about it if they would not
burn him. They promised. He then
said that he himself had killed Mrs.
Jones and threw her in the goat
hoase, while Cain Ford, Ned Pryor
and a negro whose name could not

be learned watched; that the purpose
of the killing was for robbery, he

baoing been told by one of the hands
that Mr. Jones had money in the
hoise. He also told of a number of
other robberies that had been com-

mitted. and a number they had
planned.

Particulars are meagre as to how
Black was killed, bat he was proba
bly shot to death, after which they
hung his body to a telegraph pole by
nailing his hands with a railroad

spike. A placard was then placed
on his body, but I haven't been
able to ascertain what it was.

Cain Ford is here in jail, Ned
Pryor was killed some time aco

while attempting to escape. There
are two reports as to the other negro

-& implicated: one is that he was found
dead in the swamp about two weeks
ago and th'e other is that he lives
several miles from Bavenel and that
the mob is now in search of him.

[Special to The State.]
Charleston, June 5.-The news

was received here this afternoon over

the Gordon long distance 'phone that
-JimBac,one of the murderers of

the wife of Section Master Jones of

Atlantic Coast Line, at Ravenel, had
been lynched. The negro was ar-

rested near Savannah and carr,ied to

Ravenel yesterday for examination.
He was committed to the county jail
to stand trial at the approaching
term of the court at Walterboro. It

was while he was being taken from

Magistrate Behling's office to~Wal
terboro, by Constable. Fields, that
Black was taken from the constable
by a nob of about 35 men and
lynched. Black was taken to thle
scene-of* the killing and there he

confessed to the horrible crime. He

implicated a negro named Pry or, who
is now being hunted. They both
had- part in the removal of her body,
after the killing, to the dog house,
where it was found by Mr. Jones.
James Ford, who is said to have kept
watch while the bloody deed was

done, is in jail at Walterboro wait-

ing trial. Black's body was riddled
with bullets. It was still hanging
to a telegraph pole at noon today.
SUPPOSED BE HAD BEEN LYNCHED-BUT

LATER THE MAN WAs FOUND TIED

TO A TREE, UNHURT.

Walterboro June 6.-A crowd, pre-

sumably from Ravenel, came to town

during the night and at 2 o'clock
this morning took Cain Ford from
the custody of . Deputy Sheriffs H.

N. Ramsay and G. S. Arnett and, it
is supposed, lynched him, although
no signs whatever are seen this

* morning either of the mob or the

body. Cain Ford is the negro wbo
was implicated in the murder of Mrs.
Jones by the confession of Jim Black
reported in The State today.
Deputy Sheriff Arnett, when s3een

this morning, stated that the mob
was composed of 150 to 200 p'eople;
that during tbe evening he had been
informed that an effort would be
made to take the negro from jail;
that he waited until everything was

quiet and about 2 o'clock in the night
he took the negro out of the jail and
started for Columbia by way of St.

Georges. Before getting very far he
saw some one approaching from be-
hind and looking back he ran into a

crowd who were concealed behindthe corner of a fe'nce and was overpowered, disarmed and the prisonertaken away. He states that a sack

was thrown over his head, his pistol
taken away from him and discharged.

Ele was thrown upon the ground and
aeld until the crowd had taken the

aegro away. so

Ramsay, succeeding in getting his
pistol and fired at the mob at close
range, but could not fire again, being
immediately disarmed. He does act
